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Why Revive Sectional Animosities? 


It is regrettable indeed that governors of 
the New England states, sparked by Gover- 
nors Roberts and Devers of Rhode Island and 
Massachusetts, intend to go ahead with plans 
for a “textile war” against the South. It is 


a war which they are certain to lose, because 
today the South is ready and able to accept 
the challenge. 

We regret, too, that sectional animosity is 

being drawn into the picture again. Although 

precipitated by the New England governors, 
-we feel that nothing is to be gained by fan- 
ning these sectional jealousies, as exemplified 
by Judge Robert Kennon, candidate for gov- 
ernor of Louisiana, who wired one of the 
governors: “The raids are only scouting mis- 
sions compared to what is to come.” 

The movement of the textile industry to 
the South has been going on for almost half 
a century. Contrary to New England claims, 
scarcely 10 per cent of it has been relocation 
of plants from that section, The vast major- 
ity of the plants, as pointed out by H. M. 
Conway, Jr., director of the Southern Asso- 
ciation of Science and Industry, resulted from 
expansion of old enterprises, new plants, and 
new industries resulting from such factors as 
markets, transportation, manpower, natural 
resources, technology, and power. 

We do resent New England’s begrudging 
the South’s economic improvement. We re- 
call that this is no new thing—New England 
economic and political power were used with- 
out qualms for almost a century to prevent 
competition from an industrial South. This 
was remarkably successful, too. 

Southern states have held out no partic- 
ular lures to textile interests of New England. 
The logical development of the South’s man- 
ufacturing came in the course of a national 
trend away from decentralization. The move

New York City’s council has voted over- 
whelmingly in favor of submitting a referen- 
dum to the people to establish a lottery 
to raise about $300,000,000 additional revenue 
to build hospitals and other municipal needs. 


This is a dangerous proposal. If approved, 
it would put the City of New York into the 
gambling business. It would be “passing the 
buck,” so to speak, of the city’s own respon- 
sibilities of financing the city’s business. 

The impact on morality in the City of 
New York would far outweigh any advan- 
tages of such a scheme. The letdown by 
New York officials in sanctioning and licens- 
ing lottery operations as a government proj- 
ect would reflect itself in the character of 
each individual citizen. 

Gambling in all its forms is one of the 
most vicious evils of mankind—leading to 
major corruption and crime, as the Kefauver 
investigations have revealed. But gambling 
under government sponsorship is also an 
admission of failure of government to per- 
form the functions intended for it—whether 
national, state, or municipal. 

We hope the people of New York will 
take a good, long look’ before taking such a 
big leap backward.

Therein lies a majof weakness of govern- 
ment administration today—the failure to 
pay salaries commensurate with the duties 
and responsibilities of the service. 

Surely in developing the uses of atomic 


toward a balanced economy in every section 
of the nation is one which should and will 
continue. 

The fact that the South was throttled with 
discriminations which prevented its develop- 
ment for so many years engenders no par- 
ticular resentment here today. During all 
these years the South’s reservoir of man- 
power was steadily drained away to Northern 
and Eastern labor markets. The move to- 
ward a balanced economy in one of the 
nation’s most dynamic regions today will 
strengthen the country as a whole. 

If New England has lost industries, there 
are logical reasons for it. Socialistic schemes 
will not retain them, unless the basic reasons 
themselves change. It appears to us that the 
section is finding its relative position in the 
national economy—a position resulting from 
natural adjustments, not from “raiding” by 
the rest of the country. It is a position based 
on free competition, also, minus the protec- 
tive measures the section enjoyed in other 
years. 

State trusts financed by state appropria- 
tions. would come under the heading of un- 
fair competition. They would add further 
to restrictions of trade and further barriers 
between states. Such tactics are bound to 
bring retaliation from the South and from 
other sections, leading to ever-increasing bit- 
terness. 

New England must remember that the 
United States is one nation—a nation built 
around the basic idea of free and unham- 
pered competition, with each section enjoying 
the natural advantages inherent in its cli- 
mate and resources. The South has come into 
its own because it has begun to utilize these 
advantages. New England cannot change 
facts nor circumstances which make these 
facts inevitably true.

Atlanta—I have read with 
considerable interest and satis- 
faction your editorial, “Our 
Sympathy to Governor Rob- 
erts,” and the story by your Mr. 
Boring, “New England Seeks 
Relief as Textiles Move South,” 
both of which appeared in the 
January 3 issue of The Atlanta 
Constitution. 

Both the editorial and the 
news story accurately and clear- 
ly analyzed the predicament in 
which the New England states 
find themselves. 

It is strange, but natural, I 
that the governor of 
Rhode Island and other leaders 
in that area are unwilling to ad- 
mit that the loss of their indus- 
tries results not from any “raid- 
ing” by the South, but rather 
from the creation of intolerable 
conditions which have destroyed 
the competitive ability of the 
manufacturing plants in the New 
England states. In other words, 
they have simply driven their 


industries away and nobody has 
tried to steal them from them. 

The thing that disturbs me 
most about the situation, how- 
ever, is that Georgia already 
seems to have started down the 
same road that has brought New 
England so much trouble. In 
levying a sales tax against ma- 
chinery, buildings and other 
capital investments and produc- 
tive equipment, Georgia has 
done more to retard the indus- 
trial development of our state 
than had been done in the previ- 
ous 100 years. As a consequence, 
not a single new textile manu- 
facturing plant has been estab- 
lished in our state since the 
sales tax on productive equip- 
ment was enacted, but in the 
meantime, dozens of new plants 
are being built fn the neighbor- 
ing states of North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Alabama and 
Mississippi. The record seems to 
speak for itself.

Changes in postal charges effective the first 
of the year have spotlighted a service which we 
Americans have pretty well come to take for 
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granted. Not so 60 years ago when Georgia's Tom Watson intro- 
duced in Congress a bill proposing that the nation spend $10,000 
on experimental free delivery service. “Deliver mail in the country’ 
Who ever heard of such a thing?” said the oldtimers. “Why, it 
can't be done. The roads are too bad and besides if it could,, it 


would cost too much.” 

“Class legislation, that’s what 
{it is,” cried the reactionaries. 
“It will benefit only one group 
of people.” 

But the bill went through 
and soon so did the mail. 


Initiated in 1896 in West Vir- 
ginia, rural free delivery spread 
until residents in the most iso- 
lated communities came to look 
upon the arrival of the postman 
as a daily “event” in lives 
otherwise pretty uneventful. 

R. F. D. was about the most 
important initial combination in 
the land until the New Deal and 
its chief exponent arranged the 
letters in an immortal new or- 
der. 

During the Taft administra- 
tion the parcel post law was 
passed (1912) and Uncle Sam 
found himself in the package 
delivery business. (Now Uncle 
has retrenched a little by cut- 
ting down on the weight and 
girth of the parcel he will 
handle.)

On Eisenhower 


W ASHINGTON—Genera! 


MacArthur, who 


himself has been projected as a Republican 

) presidential possibility, has made an interesting 

private appraisal of General Eisenhower’s chances of becoming a 

candidate for the presidency. In his opinion, General Eisenhower 

will consent to run for President only on one condition—that he is 
offered the nomination by both major parties. 


The former Far Eastern com- 
mander, whose dismissal by 
President Truman last spring 
caused the most sensational 
story of the year, revealed his 
thoughts on Eisenhower and the 
presidency at a recent meeting 
with friends. It was one of 
those private gatherings where- 
in a man lets his hair down and 
talks freely. | ‘ 


Contrary to a popular im- 
pression that has grown up in 
the country, there is no feel- 
ing against General Eisen- 
hower by General MacArthur. 
Rather he holds the European 
commander in the very high- 
est regard and looks upon 
him as capable of making «a 
strong President. The idea 
that there might be some hos- 
tility between them grew out 
of their differences of view on 
certain phases of our foreign 
policy. MacArthur has placed 
the major emphasis on China 
and Far Eastern affairs, while 
Eisenhower thinks that 
Europe is the main outpost 
we must guard against the 
spread of Communism. 


But what is most interesting 
about his views is the feeling 
he expressed that General Ike 
will not make himself avail- 
able for the presidency unless 
he is given the nomination by 
both major parties. If he is 
right about this, it could ex- 
plain the marked silence that 
has come from Eisenhower on 
the various moves put forward 
te draft him for the nomination. 
He has said nothing openly to 
encourage anyone to believe he 
was a candidate. 

So far as known, General 
MacArthur is the first person of 
note to lay down the premise 
that Eisenhoyer may be avail- 
able for the presidency only on 
the condition that he is given 
both party nominations. Others 
have suggested that he might 
be named by both national con- 
ventions but no! one has made 
one nomination a condition to 


the other. It is MacArthur's 
theory that Eisenhower would 
insist on this course as a means 
of removing his candidacy from 
the realm of partisan politics. 


Only in that way, he believes, 
would General Ike be justified 
in resigning his post as NATO 
commander and returning to 
the United States to take part 
in a political campaign. Since 
there would be no opposition to 
him from any responsible quar- 
ter, it would not be necessary 
for him to engage in the cam- 
paign at all, save perhaps a few 
speeches on ‘general themes. 

One of the interesting things 
about MacArthur's view is that 
it coincides, in part, with some 
of the thinking in certain cir- 
cles of the Truman adminis- 
tration. One group has con- 
tended for some time that the 
President, having no intention 
of running for a third term, will 
ask the Democrats to name 
Eisenhower as his successor. 
This group also holds that Mr. 
Truman would not be deterred 
in the slightest if the Repub- 
licans, who meet first, beat the 
Democrats to the draw by nom- 
inating the famous general] first. 

In any event, what General 
MacArthur says offers new food 
for thought. He could have cor- 
rectly appraised the Eisenhower 
situation.

FOOD WITH A FLAVOR 


Potato Chips Are Result 
Of Aunt Kate’s Accident

Did you ever hear the story of the first potato chip? Neither 
did we until the home economist for that industry sent it to us by 
way of New Year’s greeting. It seems the original one came about 
by way of an accident. Back in 1853 an Indian cook, Aunt Kate, 
was busy in the kitchen of a fancy resort called “Moon’s Place,” 
located on the shores of Lake Saratoga in New York state. Like 
most cooks she was busy doing several things at once. She was 
heating a kettle of fat to fry doughnuts and while the fat was heat- 
ing she peeled and sliced some potatoes. By accident some of the 
slices flew into the hot fat and by the time Aunt Kate could fish 
them out, the slices were a crisp, crunchy brown. At this moment 
a gent named George Crum came by and snatched them up. He 
ohed and ahed about them and prevailed upon the cook to make 
some more. She did and they became very popular as “Saratoga 
Chips.” 

This industry like many others in America has grown because 
they have employed scientific know-how and research to the im- 
provement of their product. Potato chips of today’s high quality 
have not just happened. Research starts with the variety of potato, 
the soil in which it grows, the maturity of the potato when dug.

Governor Talmadge has an- 
nounced plans to restore 123 por- 
traits of prominent Americans, 
many of them Georgians, and 
place them in the State Capitol. 

Forty-four of the portraits had 
deteriorated to such extent that 
they were taken from the Capitol 
and stored in a room at the Ar- 
chives and History Division. 

Those now hanging in the Capi- 
tol are cracked, faded and dust- 
stained and must be completely 
restored, Secretary of State Ben 
W. Fortson Jr. said. In addition 
to the 44 which are stored at the 
Archives and History Building on

I asked if the decision of 
Capt. Carlsen to stick to his 
ship would have 
been influenced by some salvage 
considerations. 

“No,” said McLaughlin. “It 
makes no difference if the ship 
is completely abandoned. He 
stayed with the ship because of 
the tradition to ‘see her in or 
see her down.’ The fact that he 
stayed with the ship doesn’t re- 
duce or relieve the salvage 
charges. In fact, the steamship 
line doesn’t even have a voice 
in those charges. The salver goes 
before the arbitrators represent- 
ing the marine insurance under- 
writers and presents his case. 
They determine how much he 
should be paid, computed on the 
expenses, the danger and the 
value of the cargo and ship. We 
don’t even have to present our 
case because a derelict ship has 
no case to present.” 


In such a case as this one, the 
tug sends a wireless to the own- 


ers of the line: “Proceeding on 
| Lloyd’s Open Form.” The form 
' is not closed until the salver 


goes before the arbitrators. . 
“In this business,” explained 
Alabama Capt. McLaughlin, 
“where you handle perhaps 
$1,500,000 across the desk in one 


“day, with the accent on speed, 


you can’t exercise the luxury of 
business formalities. If I phone 


| a shipper and say: ‘I quote you 
| $30 per ton, on a freighter leav- 
ing New York for Cobh,’ and 


the shipper says o. k., that is 
the deal. It’s closed, though 
neither of us have signed our 
names to it.” 

So, in this climate of integrity, 
Carlsen’s determination to cling 
to his ship takes high rank. 
Shipping men won’t pat him on 
the back but when his name is 
mentioned, someone will say 
gruffly: “He has plenty of 
‘stomach.’ ”

Walter Winchell Sunday night 
tongue-whipped Georgia’s Gov- 
ernor Talmadge coast-to-coast and 
called him “ignorant” and a 
“bigot.”
